The number of vic- 
tims, as before Stated, is now placed at 
twenty-eight. 

Those who had gathered about the scene 
did everything in their power to rescue the 
living, wounded, and: dead. From the 
Sieeping cars Hermes and. Niobe, which 
Were partly under water, they helped drag 
the oscaping passengers. The few who had 
managed to get out of the submerged cars 
were helped ashore. Word was sent along 
the line, and while a train was being dis- 
patched from this city surgeons were sum- 
moped from the hospitals of Poughkeepsie 
and Fishkill. 


Twenty-six in Hospitals. 

Twenty-six persons, overggme by shock or 
their struggles to save their Hves, were 
taken to h¥spitals in the nearby towns of 
Fishkill and Poughkeepsie. Others, as soon 
as a relief train reached the scene, were 
brought to this city. 

All those in the sleeping cars were finally 
got ashore. The exact number of those im-

The sleeping cars came in this order: 
First, the Glen Alpine, from Buffalo, with 
fifteen passengers; second, the Hermes, 
from Niagara Falls, with thirteen passen- 
gers; third, the Niobe, ,from Toronto, 
with five passengers; and fourth and fifth, 
the Diana and the Anita, from Roches- 
ter and Canandaigua respectively. The rear 
sleeper was from Montreal, and was at- 
tached at Albany. 


Chinamen Smugglied In: 

At Albany the train took on nine China- 
méen who were being smuggled in from 
Montreal. They boarded” the smoker. Be- 
sides the nine Chinamen there were one or 
two more passengers in the smoker, and the 
passengers in the day coach numbered about 
twenty. 

The train was manned by E. O. Parrish, 
conductor; John C. Foyle, engineer; John 
Thompson, fireman; Chafles Breckon and 
J. H. Drake, sleeping car confluctors; and 
F. J. Brown and J. H. Drake, brakeimen. 
Baggageman Ackert was in charge of the 
baggage car, and at PoughkedpSie he was 


‘joined by William Shaw, an agent of the 


Westcott Express company of this city, who 
had met the train with the intention of cql- 
lecting baggage checks from the passengers. 
The express messenger was John Smith 

There was a peculiarity in the makeup of 
the train that is doubtless responsible for 
the deaths of the Chinamen in the smoker 
and for the rescue of Ackert and Shaw. 
Generally a combination car is run with the 
baggage end toward the engine, but in this 
case the car was reversed. The passenger 
end of the car was iin front, with the bag- 
gage end opening upon the day coach. 

When the train left the track Ackert and 
Shaw were thrown to one side of the bag- 
gage car and then back again, while the 
trunks, boxes, and valises bombarded them. 

The front end of the car sank slowly, 
dragged down by the remaining truck, while 
the othem end rose. Ackert seized an ax 
and began to cut his way through the door 
of the car. A part of the partition between 
the baggage and smoker ends had been 
shattered by the flying trunks, and Ackert 
and Shaw heard, as they worked away des- 
perately, the jabbering cries of the.China- 
men, who were imprisoned like rats ina 
trap. When they climbed through the open- 
ing they had finally succeeded in breaking 
in the door. All was still:in the compart- 
ment where the Chinainen had been save 
for a faint gurgling, sound as of one chok- 
ing near where the partition had been 
broken. 

Without Warning. 

When the train swung through Garrison's 
at 56:37, fifty miles out of New York, the gray 
of the dawn was just showing through the 
trees and a damp mist from the river cov- 
ered the track. Two miles below Garrison's 
the train ran out of a low cutintoa straight 
stretch of track about half a mile in length. 
Half way down the straight stretch of track 
the engine struck an undermined spot in 
the roadbed. There was no indication from 
the‘top that a hollow lurked underneath the 
rails. With a sudden twist the engine was 
thrown to the right and. plunged, roaring 
and sizzling, into the waters of the river. 
Following the line of the least resistance, 
the washed-out embankment slid mto the 
water as soon a6 it was struck by the pon- 
derous locomotive. The track became a 
chute down which the train rolled. 

The engine went far out into the stream, 
leaving one of the trucks from the pos yd 
upon the bank, and, becoming twisted up it- 
self, rolled over and over, and the long train

The heavy trucks were dragging the wooden 
bodies of the coaches under the surface, and 
the train was steadily slipping out to where 
the water was fifty feet deep. Couplings 
broke, and two cars floated out in the stream 
—a day coach and the expresscar. Through 
broken windows men swarmed out into the 
water, attired in their sleeping clothes, and 
waded to the bank. A bridge of ties was 
made by which the rescued were carried to 
the bank from the cars. 


Mangled and Bleeding Victims. 


Mangled, bleeding bodies were pulled from 
the Glen Alpine. One man, with his arm 
crushed, was dragged to the bank by the 
rescuers and wrapped in a blanket. He 
died in the hands of those who were attend- 
ing to his wants. Out of the combination 
coach appeared a man swimming. He 
reached the bank, pulled himself to a safe 
place, took a long draft from a bottle of 
whisky, and then clambered out to help the 
rescuers. The whisky he tusned over to 
one of the survivors and it was distributed 
among the shivering throng on the bank. 

Just then came along a. passenger. train 
from the north, quickly followed by another. 
Where there ‘had been a score. working in 
the effort to rescue a moment before there 
was now a hundred. A horde’of men with 
axes swarmed on the combination coach 
and chopped holes in it. A couple of China- 
men were taken out, bruised and bleeding. 
They had floated with the water in the bag- 
gage compartment through the break in the 
partition and climbed upon a pile of trunks. 


Relief Train. 


The first relief train, that from Peekekill, 
soon got to the scene. The physicians from 
the Helping Hand Hospital, Drs. Lyons, 
Portland, Green, Knight, and Snowden, got 
at their merciful work in a moment. 

They had the wounded taken to the sta- 
tion-house, about a block away, and in an 
hour had them all as comfortable as might 
be. They took the nine most badly hurt to 
Peekskill at 9 o’clock and sent four who 
could stand the journey through to New 
York, 

| Cars Float Away. Pe 

The tide turned at 9 o’elock; and coverar” 
of the submerged cars began to float away. 
The wrecking crews, with the help of a 
dozen boatmen who had come over from 
Highland Falls, got ropes attached to anchor 
them to the shore, but not until two, the day 
coach and express car, had floated nearly 
half a mile down the river. Then they were 
at a standstill. : 

By noon a crowd of curious began to 
gather’ at the-scene of the accident. At 1 
o’clock there were 500 persons in it, and at 
4 o'clock about 4,000. The greater paft of 
the West Point garrison rowed over, from 
Colonels down to stable boys. From the 
nearby towns came carriages by the score 
and bicycles by the hundred. 7 

Later reports conflict regarding J. C. Foyle, 
the engineer. Early, it was said, he jumped 
from his engine and was seen walking up 
the track in a dazed condition. But he has 
not been seen since, and itis thought went 
down with his engine. J. Thompson, the 
fireman, is also supposed to be buried with 
the engine in the river. 


Wonderful Escapes. 


The escapes of almost all the survivors 
are little short of wonderful. Probably the 
most distinguished person on the train was 
Percy Sholto, Lord Douglas of Hawick, the 
heir of the Marquis of Queensberry. Lord 
Douglas was returning from Toronto, Can., 
and occupied a sleeper in the third car from 
the rear of the train. He was thrown out 
of his berth by the shock of the train stop- 
ping, and after recovering his presence of 
mind crawled out of the car. Hardly had 
he set foot on the ground before the car 
toppled over into the water. 

Edward A. Forsythe of Yonkers was re- 
turning from Niagara Falls with his bride. 
He opened the window in their berth and 
dragged his wife out and iet her down on 
the trucks of the car, which were not sub- 
merged, and they made their way to shore. 


Says Twenty-eight Are Dead. 


Before noon General Manager Toucey had 
formed an estimate of the number of dead, 
which he placed at twenty-eight, and no 
change in this estimate was made during the 
day. 

A. E. Bracken, conductor of the Wagner 
cars, was able to account for all of his pas- 
sengers excepting five, and he was not sure 
that they were in the wreck, as they might 
have escaped and gone to New York without 
his knowledge. 

When a diver arrived from New York 
this afternoon the first thing he did was to 


go through the three .submerged sleeping 


cars. He-reported that he found no bodies, 
but said that one or more might be under 
the berths, which were in great confusion. 

It was 3 o’clock before the derrick and 
hoisting engine could raise the tombinution 
cars, consisting of the smoker and baggage 
compartments, to such a position that the 
tops were out of the water. 


First of the Victims. 


Suddenly the big load began to rise, and 
in a few minutes it had been turned over 
so that the windows were clear of the 
water. The body of a man came out of a 
Window as the car was being brought to 
the shore. A boat was nearby and the oars- 

“mcn secured the body. It was the first life- 
less form of any of the passengers tu be 
rescued. 

passenger coach without seats was 
close at hand and the body was carried 
thither and deposited on the floor. The man 
was about 55 years of age. His head was 
partly bald and a bushy beard tinged with 
gray covered his face. He was dressed in 
cheap clothes and his shoes were cheap 
ones. A G. A. R. badge was fastened to 
the breast of his vest. The busy rescuers 
did not have time then to make any inquiry 
as to who he was, but simply tore off a 
slip .of paper, wrote ** Body No. 1,” and 
pinned it on his coat and left him to look 
tur others, 

By the time they had returned the der- 

rick had drawn the car toeA¢he bank and 
the work of getting the paksengers who 
had come to such an untimely end was under 
way. The searchers were only able to find 
eight Chinamen and they were also carried 
jo the morgue car. They were laid in a 
row numbered and were ready for identifica- 
ition. 
, At 9 p. m. the Coroner gave orders for the 
removal of the bodies to undertaking rooms 
at Cold Spring, where they will be embalmed 
and held a day for identification. 


Survivors in New York. 


Probably no stranger scene has ever been 
witnessed at the Grand Central Depot than 
when the first train came in at 11 a. m., bear- 
ing the plucky survivors of the wreck. True,

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they had escaped with their lives, and with ,

around their dripping night clothing to en- 
able them to reach this city. 

There were four women, one child. and 
about twenty men. Women, with blankets 
from the Pullman coaches hastily wrapped 
around their nightgowns, were borne along 
the platform in the arms of the train em- 
ployés. Their faces were drawn and pale 
and their forms so limp that the bystanders 
involuntarily exclaimed “ they’re dead.”’ 

,. They were not dead, and, in fact, only one 
of them was unconscious. 

The men were almost as pitiable a sight. 
They were dusty and bruised and daged from 
the shock of the accident. They had only 
torn shreds of their night clothes left after 
the struggle for life, and they; too, were 
wrapped in blankets. Barefooted they 
stepped from the coaches to the stone pave- 
ment and the chill brought some of them 
out of the dazed condition in which they 
had been since their rescue. One man held 
his little son clasped closely in his arms. 


Cut Their Way Out. 

**Say, papa and I cut our way out witha 
jackknife,’’ he called to one of the porters, 
‘‘and it was my knife, too,” he adde@# with 
pride.

few went to hotels of their own selection, 
and a number were driven directly to the 
residences of their friends. a 

Several men were so prostrated by the 
shock that they could not at the time tell 
their names or where they came from. The 
women displayed an amount of courage and 
endurance that was marvelous. One wom- 
an, after obtaining dry clothing and resting 
about a quarter of an hour, rang for a lunch, 
and cheerfully remarked: 

“Why, I’m allright. I can go right along 
on the next train; omly I wish 1 could get my 
trunk.”’

ADRIFT IN STORMY NIGHT 


Rescued and Brought In by City 
of Sheboygan, 


COMMANDER’S WEIRD STORY. 


Deeply laden with a cargo of iron ore and 
laboring in a heavy sea, the Chicago schoon- 
er I. W. Gifford sprung a leak on Lake Mich- 
igan last Thursday night and went to the 
bottom within three hours. The eight men 
in the crew were driven to take refuge in the 
little yaw! boat. Ina night pitch black, and 
with squalls constantly breaking from the 
northward, they drifted about in the middle 
of the lake until they were picked up by the 
schogper City of Sheboygan, bound for Chi- 
cago. They were brought into port last 
evening. 


Weird Rousing of the Captain. 

The story Captain Charles Kronhert, who 
commanded the Gifford, told on his arrival 
had an element of the supernatural. Lying 
asleep in his stateroom, he said, he was 
awakened by a call and hurried on deck. 
The mate and all hands, fn response to his 
queries, declared they had not aroused him, 
and he is at a loss to know how he came to 
be awakened. 

When he left the deck, scarcely an hour 
before, the vessel was allright. A little over 
an hour after he’ came on deck they had 
abandoned the schooner, and a half hour 
later it had gone to the bottom, 

The Gifford, one of the largest and best 
vessels of the lake schooner fleet, sailed out 
of Escanaba on Thursday for Fruitport, 
Mich. In the open lake the wihd was not 
steady and the séa increased as the day 
wore on. 


Captain Kronhert’s Story. 


“When night came on,” said Captain 
Kronhert, “‘the weather got very bad. I 
turned in at 8-o’clock. I must have been 
asleep about an hour when I was called, it 
seemed to me. I jumped out of my bunk 
and ran on deck. The night was as black as 
a stack of black cals. Just then the mate 
came aft. ‘Why did you call me?’ I asked. 
‘I didn’t call you,’ he said. 

** When I left the deck the pumps had been 
sounded and the schooner was found to be 
dry. I at once told the mate to sound again. 
The line showed several feet of water in tTe 
hold. I looked over the side and found the 
decks were nearly even with the water. 

“I told one of the men to get the yawl- 
boat ready for lowering. All saved some of 
their things except the one man in the boat, 
and he might have done so had he tried,

Senater Wellington, the Republican leader 
who developed into such a political sky- 
rocket, apparently now isina position to dic- 
tate the defeat or victory of the Republican 
legislative tiket. If Wellington continues 
to sulk Gorman will stand a good chafice to 
secure enough of the Legislature to win, but 
if Wellington during the next ten days 
should take off his coat and get to work 
Gorman’s defeat is assured, 

The Mayoralty fight in Baltimore (s large- 
ly independént of the legislative struggle, 
and the chatices today, without any change 
in the situation, seem to indicate that the 
Democrats may eléct thé Mayor, but lose the 
Legislature by a small majority. 

The events which have brought about this 
state of things are curious. Next March 
Gorman will have completed three terms of 
six years each in the United States Senate, 
which body he first ent@red as a page in 
1852, when he was only 18 years old. Since 
1806 Gorman has been an important feature 
in Maryland politics. He gradually built up 
a machine which had no equal in any other 
State. Platt, Quay, Croker, and other 
bosses were and aré méré babies to thi§ Na- 
poleon of political intrigue. For thirty years 
Gorman has had his hand on the threttle, 
and the machine has moved with no ap- 
parent lost motion. 


Enémy of Reform. 


Everything political in Maryland of late 
years has been under Gorman’s direction. 
He dictated Congressional nominations and 
village offices with equal facility, and equal 
omnipotence, and it was actually true that 
the most triVial offices in little towns weré 
always at his disposal. Maryland had &f- 
tiquated election laws and Gorman saw to 
it that they wére neveraltered. Today heéis 
an avowed enemy Of civil service reform and 
the Australian ballot. Railroads, canals, 
steamship companies, oystermen, shipbuild- 
ers, and every enterprise in the old commoan- 
wealth were foreeli to pay tributé to his 
political dictatorship or go out of buSiness, 
while the very diamond backs weré caught 
under his supervision and cooked by recipes 
furnished by his Senatorial colleague, “‘ Ter- 
rapin Charley’’ Gibson. 

The hot bed of political corruption was in 
Baltimore. Graveyard registration, repeat- 
ing, ballot box stuffing, arid other tricks wets 
so common in Baltfmofe as almost to be con: 
sidered legal. Two years ago thé Refétm 
league sent registered letters to 1,152 reg- 
istered voters. Only 190 receipts to the let- 
ters were returned, and fully half of these 
showed that receipts had been given by other 
persons than the ones to whom the letters 
were addressed. The constant carnivals of 
fraud and violence in time disgusted the bet- 
ter class of Democrats, while the forced as- 
sessment for campaign funds grew to be ab- 
solutely intolerable. The result was that 
there was a revolt, not so much against Gor- 
man, for he is an able, intelligent, affable, 
and charming man, but against Gormanism. 

Since 1875 the Indépendent Democrats have 
sought to throw off the yoke. Theif efforts 
were confined to the party conventions. and 
so far as any one could discover they added 

only the spice of conflict to the career of the 

victorious Gorman. He controlled the ma- 
chine so completely that after five years of 
open opposition to him he walked into the 
United States Senate. The Maryland Derio- 
crats were loyal to their party, and did their 
fighting within its lines. It took twenty 
yéars to convince them that the only way to 
dethrone Gorman and purge the party was 
to beat him and it at the polls, 


Breaks with Cleveland. 


It is doubtful if the revolt éver woula 
have extended outside of the Demoératia 
eonventions had not Gorman himiself fur- 
nished the pretext for absolute rebellion. 
When the ill-fated Wilson tariff bill reached 
the Senate Gorman joined with Brice, 
S-nith, Camden, and McPherson to “ hold 
it up.”” He was thé brains of the combina- 
tion which resulted in the stgaf schodtile 
and which etasctilated all the tariff reform 
features from Wilson’s méasure. This ne- 
cessitated Gorman’s open hostility to Pres. 
ident Cleveland. Strong in the belief that 
Maryland was a pocket borough, he seized 
the opportunity to levy political toll on 
every protected industry in thé United 
,8tates. Goaded by Cleveland’s sneers,-Gor-

ble speech in the Senate in the summer 
of 1804. To his earlier sins of dictatorship 
and conniving at rampant political corrup-

Handwriting on the Wall. 


It was the handwriting on the wall, and 
the penmanship was that of George L, 
Wellington of Cumberland, once a humble 
German boy, but who developed capacities 
for leadership whid@no one can deny in 
spite of thé etceritricities of his career. 

In 1805, the year following the summer 
when Gorman led if the Senate the “ party 
of perfidy and dishonor,”’ 48 Cléveland calléd 
them, there was a landsiide. The independ- 
ent Democrats had valid excuses for de- 
serting Gorman, because he had repudiated 
the national platform on the tariff, attacked 
the Democratic President, and precipitated 
a scandal which had lost the party the con- 
trol of Congress.

He had the organization of thé State 
at his fingers’ ends. He chose to take his 
dewnfall to heart,.and has since sulked in 
ne Fae ot Republicans felt the loss ‘of 
S ieadersnip, and their organ 
g very inadequate. 4 € PR mR 
orman has plenty of money at his 
posal and he knows just where to spend it to 
the best advantage. The Republican man- 
agers have some funts, but their organiza- 
tion is a new one, they are deprived of Wel- 
lington’s resourceful knowledge of the State 
and as a result they are as often fighting 
windmills as anything else. Gorman is fully 
alive to the opportunities presented to him 
by his political opponents and he is utilizing 
hig splendid machine to the best possible ad- 
vantage. It is already a question of grave 
doubt whether Malster can beat Williatis 
the Democratic candidate for Mayor of Bal- 
timore, while in spite of the Republican ma- 
jority of 36,000 only a year ago the Staté is 
sufficiently in doubt to justify Gorman in 
making one last fight for his life.

Neverthe- 
Wes, the situations are fresh and amusing, 
ahd the complications incidental to a farce of 
this nature are cleverly worked out. 

Roland Reed is not a great comedian— 
perhaps he might be more acceptable if his 
methods did not remind one so forcibly ofa 
certain M. B. Curtis, who visited Chicago 
to no good purpose in “\Gentleman‘Joe”’ 
last spring—but at all events he has the 
good sense to surround himself with an 
efficient company, containing one or two

He Prefers Something of a More Seri- 
ous Nature than ‘“‘ The Mysteri- 
ous Mr. Bugle.”’

Blames the Central Management. 


‘While we were waiting for a train to 
take us to New York I walked along the 
track to a point where the train had taken 
its fatal leap. The track along the shore is 
laid on ‘ made’ land, the base being rubble 
stone work. The down track, upon which 
we had been speeding, *was the outer of the 
four tracks. The outer steps of the cars 
almost overhung? the water. 

“The cause of the accident, as far as I 
could learn, was due to the washing away 
of the ground beneath the rubble-stone. 
When the train came along the heavy weight 
broke down the crust of stone above and 
plunged the engine and train into the river, 
which at that point was from tcn to fifteen 
feet deep. It seems to me that the Central 
people are grossly negligent in not providing 
a wider roadbed along the river. Had the 
distance between the outer track and the 
river’s edge been fifteen feet the train, had 
it left the track, would not have plunged 
into the river and no lives would have been 
lost.”’ ;

TAKES PICTURES OF WRECK. 


W. S. Bartholomew of Chicago Escapes 
from a Sleeper and Uses His 
. Camera to Advantage. 


New York, ‘Oct. 24.—[{Special.]—In the 
midst “of all that horror, the grinding of 
wrecked coaches and the plunge of slumber- 
wrapped passengers into the icy waters of 
the Hudson, one man retained his presence 
of mind to a remarkable degree. He is W 
S. Bartholomew of Chicago, who saved not 
only himself, but his camera, with which 
he took snap shots of various scenes and 
incidents Though not connected in any way 
with the newspaper business Mr. Bartholo- 
jnew realized the interest that would attach 
to accurate pictures of the disaster. So he 
climbed upon the ‘rocks and wreckage, un- 
mindful of the peril that still menaced him, 
and pulled the shutter of his camera until 
the plates were exhausted. | 

Artists have reached similar scenes in a 
marvelously short space of time, but this 
is probably the first instance on record 
where an active participant—a victim, tora 


certain extent—crawled from @ sinking car 


! plays such an important part in Bartholo- 


mew’s adventure, was stowed in the net at 
the side of the car. along with the rest of 
his property. 

With the first jolt of the train he awoke 
and sprang into the aisle. His bare feef 
landed in cold water ankle deep and the next 
jolt threw him 
of the car. But even then Bartholomew 
retained his wits. Dripping and frightened, 
for he realized that the train was in the 
river, he crept back to the bunk and se- 
cured the camera and his clothes and then 
crawied out with the rest through the door. 


Story of His Escape. 

Mr. Bartholomew gives the following ac- 
count of the wreck and his escape: ‘“ I was 
awakened by a sudden jar, and immediately 
sat up listening. Then ensued a series of 
grinding crashes, if some formidable 
hand were twisting the iron work of the cars 
from its fastenings. I thought, also, that I 
heard fearful cries for help and terrifying 
groans. That was enough for me. Jump- 
ing out of my berth and catching up my 
clothes any way at all I made a run for the 
rear door of the sleeper. I soon found that I 
was wading ankle deep in water.

“ They behaved splendidly—much better, in 
fact, than the men. Their faces were pale 
and set, but they made no outcry. The 
water was now at our knees and rising rap- 
idly every moment. I don’t think anybody 
stopped to ask any questions. All hands 
crowded towards the other door of the 
sleeper. There we were met by another im- 
movable door, 


All Lacerated by Glass. 


** One of the men smashed the glass in this 
door and plunged through head first. He 
was frightfully cut on the hea@and body by 
the glass, which was jagged and splintered 
uround the edges of the hole.. But nobody 
bothered about that, all hands getting 
through the hole as quickly as possible, 

“There were fiftcen passengers in my sleep- 
er and all were more or iess badly lacerated 
by the glass. How the women managed to 
get through I don’t know, but it was a time 
when nobody hesitated. All got out'safely. 
I managed to save my camera, and as soon 
as I had put on my clothes and saw that the 
persons in the day coaches were beyond 
help I began taking snap shots of the wreck.

Rescued Women Faint. 


‘‘We all rushed pell_mell for the dry end 
and attempted to tear open the platform 
door. But it stuck fa’t. Then somebody 
smashed one of the windoys in the drawing 
room and we all got out, tie women getting 
out first. All hands behaved with great 
courage, although some of the women when 
they found themselves safe fainied dead 
away. 

‘‘Our car was hanging to the bank by the 
rear truck. The forward cnd was deep in 
the water. The sight about us as we lined 
up on the bank, more dea: thun alive, was 
one to test the nerve of the stoutest. I saw 
one man pulled out of the roof of one of the 
day coaches, which were completely sub- 
merged up tothe roofs. He hadn’t 4 scratch 
on him, but he was shaking as if he had 
palsy and crying like a baby. 

‘The engine had disappeured entirely and 
the coaches, combination baggage and 
smoking car, first sleeper, and two day 
coaches were all but covered with water. 
From the day coaches, which were floating 
down the stream, arose terrible cries for 
help. 

“I wish to speak particularly of one act 
of heroism which struck all who witnessed, 
it as peculiarly magnificent... A young man, 
handsomely ‘dressed, ran from one of the 
rear sleepers that had kept the track and 
plunged into the river with his clothes on. 
He swam to one of the passenger or day 
coaches, and mounting upon it chopped a 
hole through the roof.

Yailroad, heard the news of the fatal wreck.

“It is a very sad thing,” said Mr Jerome. 
‘I cannot understand how such anacciden 
could oecur on our road. -It Is lacking i t 
device which would tend to prevent &cci- 
dents. Yet, in spite of all precautions, this 
terrible affair has occurred. -Qyr road has 
four tracks and all the swite s have patent 
interlockings. We have not had a serious 
accident for many yearg, and had almost 
grown to think our elaborate equipment had 
finally made impossible casualties on the 
New York Central. It simply goes to prove 
that ‘ accidents will happen.’ ”’ 

Cc. K. Wilber, Assistant General Passen- 
ger Agent of the Lake Shofe, said that his 
road sent no cars into New: York on the 
wrecked train. It was a train that carried 
New York State passengers almost exclu- 
sively, and caught but little of the through 
traffic. The sleepers that left Chicago at 
2:45 a. m. connected with an earlier train 
at Buffalo. He had not heard -of the acci- | 
dent, and was surprised to hear that a dis- 
aster had happened on the road which has 
always prided itself upon its safety. He 
could not account for the aceident. 

O. W. Ruggles, General Passenger Agent 
of the Michigan Central road, was seen lust 
night just as he wag about to start for New 
York and took a somewhat personal view of 
the matter, because he was to travel over 
the same route.

SPAIN’S NAVY IN BAD SHAPE. 


Leading Madrid Newspaper Declares 
the Warships in No Present Con- 
dition for Fighting.

Madrid, Oct. 24.—[Copyright, 1897, by W. 
R. Hearst.]—The Heraldo tonight publishes 
an article on the Spanish navy in which it

** Despite the sacrifices made by Spain to 
have a powerful navy we have only one 
modern ironclad, the Pelayo, and it is now 
in a French drydock renewing its boilers 
and will not be ready for sea until December. 
The Numancia and Victoria, veterans of the 
first ironclad system, are also in France for 
modern improvements and will not be ready 
for some time. The Charles Quint of the 
game type as the American battleship 
Oregon, needs heavy artillery.

DEATH OF FRANCIS T. PALGRAVE 


London’s Poet and Essayist Ends a 
Long and Able Career in 
Literature. 


London, Oct. 24.—Franeis Turner Palgrave, 
the poet And essayist, died today, aged 73 
years. v 


Francis Turner Palgrave, eldest son of Sir 
Francis Palgrave, born Sept. 28, 1824, was 
educated at the Charterhouse and at Balliol 
College, Oxford, of which he was scholar, and 
where he took his degree of M. A., and was 
elevated to the fellowship at Exeter College. 
He has published “ Idylis and Songs,”’ “ The 
Golden Treasury of English Songs,” 
*“ Essays on Art,”’ and a life of Sir Walter 
Scott. His more recent works are ‘*‘ Hymns,” 
“The Five Days’ Entertainments at Went- 
worth Grange,’’ 1868; the text illustrative of 
** Gems of English Art,’’ 1869; and “‘ Lyrical 
Poems.’ He also edited ‘* Chrysomela: a 
Selection from the Lyrical Poems of Robert 
Herrick,’’ 1877. On the death of Principal 
Shairp in 1886 Mr. Palgrave was elected Pro- 
fessor of Poetry at Oxford. 


TROUBLE ON THE WEST COAST. 


French Claims in Africa Derided by 
the British Commander of the 
Disputed Territory. 


London, Oct. 24.—Captain John Frederick 

ugard, British officer in command in the 
Kalahari desert, south central Africa, who 
was for some time in command in British 
east Africa and later was connected with 
the Royal Niger company, has just returned 
to London from central Africa. In the 
course of an interview as to the difficulties 
between the British and the French in the 
Hinterland of Lagos, in west Africa, Cap- 
tain Lugard said: 

** Beyond the fact that the government 
‘has telegraphicaily summoned me for spe- 
cial services in west Africa, I know nothing 
as to my future movements. With regard 
to the French claims, however, the case is 
quite clear. Borgu, of which Nikki is the 
capital, indisputably belongs to England by 
virtue of a treaty concluded with the King 
rrior to any so-called treaties with France 
or any other European nation. We have 
also treaties with Ilesha and Kiama, the 
only two other important chiefs in Borgu.”’ 


UNPOPULAR WITH THE SULTAN. 


Turkey Demands the Recall of Two 
American Missionaries from the 
Province of Aleppo. 


~ 

London, Oct. 25.—A dispatch to the Daily 
Mail from Constantinople® says the Porte 
has demanded the recall of two American 
missionaries from the Province of Aleppo 
on the pretext that their mission for the dis- 
tribution of relief is likely to cause disturb- 
ances. The United States Legation has 
ignored the’demand and will continue to do 
so until definite charges are made, being 
convinced that the demand is merely the 
first step to a general one asking for the 
recall of all missionaries. 

A dispatch to the Times from Constanti- 
nople, with reference to the same incident, 
merely says: ‘‘ The Porte complained and 
the legation replied that there was no rea- 
son to expect mischief from the action of the 
missionaries.”’ 


RUSSIA’S: CZAR A BUSY MAN. 


Declines to Receive a Visit of Ceremony 
from the Duke and Duchess 
of Baden. 


Berlin, Oct. 24.—A dispatch from Darm- 
stadt says that Emperor Nicholas and the 
Impress, who are the guests of the Grand 
Duke of Hesse, received and dined with the 
Prince and Princess von Hohenlohe today. 
The Carlsruhe Official Gazette announces in 
its court news that the Grand Duke and 
Duchess of Baden had intended to go to 
Darmstadt yesterday to visit the Czar and 
the Czarina, but received from Darmstadt 
in response to their inquiry an intimation 
that his Majesty had already made arrange- 
ments covering every. day until the date of 
his departure, and would, therefore, be un- 
able to receive them. 


MONEY IS SHORT IN LONDON. 


Bank of England’s Recent Borrowings 
Materially Reduce the Float- 
ing Supply. 


London, Oct. 24.—The Bank of England's 
recent borrowings have materially reduced 
the floating supply of money. Last week's 
return showed a reduction of #£4,000,000 
sterling on the total deposit, caused by the 
hardening of rates, and the discount houses 
advanced the deposit rate from 1% per cent 
to 1% per cent for money on call and from 
1% per cent to 1% per cent for money at 
notice. The sales of American securities 
have virtually ceased and some disposition 
to buy is epparent, which may send gold to 
the United States. The hardening tendency 
of the money market unfavorably affected 


stocks.

SENDS NOTE TO POWERS. 


Suggests That Europe Join in 
Offering Mediation. 


REBUFF FROM GERMANY. 


[SPBCIAL CABLE.] 
Rome, Oct. 24.—[Copyright, 1897, by W. R. 


Hearst.]—It is believed here that the Italian 
government is making an effort to help Spain 
in her threatened troubles with the United 
States. This appears as a voluntary éffort 
of Italy for Spain, both being Latin nations 
with strong racial affiliations, but many 
think it really emanates from Spain, which 
is using Italy as a catspaw. United States 
Minister Draper arrived at Rome today and 
had a long conference with Marquis Viscontl 
Venosta, Italian Minister of Foreign Affairs. 
Immediately afterwards the rumor circu- 
lated among those well informed in diplo- 
matic circles that the conference was about 
Spain. 


Germany Refuses to Help. 

The Agenzia Libera now positively an- 
nounces as a fact that Italy has proposed to 
the powers of Europe to offer Spain their 
mediation to avoid a war with the United 
States, and that Germany has already re- 
plied, positively refusing to enter such a 
combination. No answer, as far as known, 
has as yet been received from the other 
powers. Private advices from Vienna say 
Austria has no interest in the matter. It is 
pointed out, however, that Italy belongs to 
the triple alliance, and that. Austria, a mem- 
ber thereof, endeavored to get up an alli- 
ance against the United States in behalf of 
Spain a year ago. 


Spain Is Too Poor. 

It is impossible to find out tonight ths 
exact form of Italy’s suggestion to the 
powers. The interests involved are very 
complex. Spain has. little to give for assist 
ance. Only those powers possessing colonies 
are interested with her in restraining Amer- 
ican aggressions, but it is believed they 
would hold back from fear. In other words, 
diplomats say a basis for a combination 
even of moral support does not exist, as 
Spain is too poor in money, credit, and terri- 
tory to buy help. 


CALLS IT A GRAVE CRISIS. 


London’s Newspapers Believe That a 
Rupture Between Spain and United 
States Is Imminent. 


[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

London, Oct. 24.—[Copyright, 1897, by W. 
R. Hearst. ]—The Chronicle today says: 

**The situation in and concerning Cuba is 
again critical. The advent of the new Lib- 
eral Ministry in Spain was understood to 
mean the concession of some serious auton- 
omy to Cuba, as well as the recall of that 
incompetent and inhuman General, who has 
so long disgraced the name of Spain in the 
Antilles. The retirement of General Wey- 
ler is not yet an accomplished fact, though 
we are assured today he will real¥ leave on 
the 20th. As for autonomy, we have as- 
_nen as to that also, but they are as 

gue as usual, and autonomy is ambiguous. 
The autonomy of Canada is one thing and 
the autonomy of Crete is another. Which 
is to be the type of the autonomy of Cuba? 
If the reserved sovereign rights of Spain are 
to be a cloak for corruption and cruelty the 
evil will go on unchecked till some strong 
hand stops anarchy or till the Island is free. 
If Sefior Moret is wise enough to imitate our 
own colonial methods a very different result 
may come.”’ 

The Telegraph reviews the situation and 
concludes: 

** It will be a very serious business for the 
great republic if once she stretches her hands 
across the sea hankering after Cuba or 
Hawail. 4The population which she would 
have to protect or to govern is practically 
negroid, and the States have already got 
about as many negroes as they can deal 
with. Not only annexation, but even occu- 
pation by licensed American filibusters of 
Spanish territory in the Antilles, would 
threaten the interests of more than one 
European power besides Spain and inevita- 
bly end by involving the republic in conti- 
nental policies and relationships. To carry 
out the Monroe doctrine thus summarily 
rendered amphibious, the States must at 
least double their standing army and make 
their navy three times as strong as at pres- 
ent, for today upon the sea they can do noth- 
ing at all against Japan, and not very much 
even against Spain. | 
_ Tf there be any sincere morality or senti- 
ment left in modern politics one might dwell 
upon the pathetic spectacle afforded by that 
proud and famous country, once the queen 
and mistress of such splendid possessions 
in these and other waters, and now in her 
dire agony, with one weakened arm strik- 
ing in the Antilles and one in the Philippines, 
and being stung by Yankee wasps, who call 
themselves sympathizers with freedom. 
Spain, unhappy Spain, has indeed no choice. 
Cuba is indispensable to her from every 
point of view. She must expend her last 
peseta to fetain the Pearl of the Antilles; 
and, on the other hand, Mr. McKinley wants 
a foreign policy for his message. It is tod 
such straits that great empires may come 
when superstition and bulifights and lot- 
teries have poisoned their once noble life- 
blood.”’ 

The Daily News says: ‘‘ The Spanish re- 
ply fo the United States in regard to the 
war in Cuba is said, though not on author- 
ity, to affirm that Spain has done all in her 
power to endthe warin Cuba. It isalso said 
to remind the American government of the 
incontrovertible fact that the insurrection 
has been mainly supported by expeditions 
from American ports. The first point seems 


equally well established by the admission of | 


American papers.” 

The Standard, which represents the views 
of the old Conservatives of whom the gov- 
ernment is mostly composed, remarks that 
it is highly improbable that the govern- 
ment at Washington would in any case, save 
one of extreme provocation, declare war 
against Spain, but the adoption of a recrim- 
inatory and defiant attitude on the part of 
the latter will almost certainly cause the 
President to recognize the Cuban rebels as 
belligerents, and it would then devolve on 
the Spanish government and Spanish peo- 
ple to decide what retort they should make 
to that damaging move. We are thus led 


F to conclude very unwillingly that the Cuban 


question has at length reached the point 
on the incline down which it has been trav- 
eling where there is gravé risk of an ac- 
celerated movement towards a condition of 
affairs unquestionably dangerous to the con- 
tinuance of peace between Spain and the 
United States. In these serious circum- 
stances it behooves the government of Ma- 
arid to look before it with cool and dispas- 
sionate circumspection and to ask itself 
what would probably—indeed, certainly—be 
the result of hostilities with America, and 
it is the duty of all sincere friends of Spain 
and its people to help them to forma clear 
and sensible conception on the subject. We 
are thoroughly alive to the gallant :

| age of the race, whether on land or sea, 


but Spain would be hopelessly overmatched 
in such a contest.”’ 

The Morning Post, always anti-American, 
bitterly attacks the United States, but sar- 
castically expects from Washington: “‘ One 
more dispatch setting out the anxiety of the 
American government to observe the law; 
rehearsing the difficulties which the Amer- 
ican constitution puts in the way of its strict 
maintenance, and with smothered insolence 
reproaching the Spanish government for 
giving its well-meaning neighbors so much 
trouble.”’ 

But even this paper recognizes the internal 
difficulties facing the Spanish Cabinet, and 
even doubts if it is strong eno to sacri- 
fice the former corrupt system of govern- 
ment and to keep towards Washington its 
attitude of ‘* hands off.”’ 

The Daily Mail admits that the Spanish- 
American dispute has reached a very dan- 
gerous ground, but adds: “The United 
States is morally bound to give the Sagasta 
Cabinet a fair trial. , The good intentions 
of Segor Sagasta with regard to Cuba are 
SO obviously genuine that a declaration of 
war at this juncture, whichever side it comes 
from, will be universally laid at the doors 
of President McKinley.”

REACHES A, CRITICAL STAGE. 


Madrid Correspondents of London 
Papers Comment on the Span- 
ish Situation. 


London, Oct. 25.—The Madrid correspond- 
ent of the Daily Mail says: 

-The Spanish press unanimously supports 
the attitude of the government, which it 
calls eminently sober and dignified; but the 
iinpression is that the controversy with the 
United States has reached a critical stage, 
which may be the prelude to a rupture. I 
spoke with three members of the Cabinet 
today (Sunday), who in almost identical 
words contended that Spain has the right, 
after her tremendous sacriticeg in Cuba, to 
dlémand the observance of *international 
neutrality by other nations. One of them 
added: ‘The Gordian knot ig the United 
States, without: whose help the rebellion 
would long ago have been suppressed. We 
do not want war, but every European nation 
will approve of our defense of our interna- 
tional rights.’ e 

“The Spanish naval forces in the Car- 
ibbean Sea will be strengthened on the pre- 
text of a necessity for increased vigilance 
on the Cuban coast. 

** General Weyler has cabled a denial of 
the report that Mr. Hughes, the correspond- 
ent of Black and White, was robled.

GREAT SUFFERING IN ALASKA. 


Miners Flee from Dawson and Escape 
After a Terrible “Experience 
with the Cold. 


Seattle, Wash., Oct. 24.—The steamer Hum- 
boldt arrived last night with five men from 
Dawson City, leaving there on Sept. 3, and 
three men from Minook and other points on 
the Yukon. They say no gold will come out 
this fall, as this steamer was the last of those 
who have come down the Yukon. The river 
is already frozen hard, and boats are laid 
up for the winter. The five men from Daw- 
son are John F. Miller and Frank E. Sims of 
this city, C. A. Harrison of Atchison, Kas.; 
William Dubel of New Jersey, and William 
Braund of Black Diamond, Wash. They 
were passengers on .the river steam Mar- 
garet. When they found the mouth of the 
river blocked with ice they resolved to coma 
overland at all hazards. 
they crept forward through terrible wind 
and snow storms. Some of them fell in their 
tracks and had to be helped by their stronger 
companions. They crossed the river covered 
with thin ice by lying down and pushing their 
pack before them; and at night they sought 
shelter from the storm Dy huddling in an 
Eskimo tent or lying unprotected from the 
biting wind save by blankets. 

Of the five or six thousand people in Daw- 
son and vicinity, at least 1,000 will be obliged 
to flee from impending starvation. Up to 
Sept. 3, when the Miller party left Dawson, 
new arrivals numbered from three to twenty 
people daily, and there is no doubt that that 
ratio will be continued all winter. Three 
hundred men were working in tHe gulches, 
and in the hills were several prospectors, all 
of whom knew nothing of the shortage and 
were depending on the company stores for 
provisions. One way of relief is open to the 
miners. Five hundred or a thousand could 
winter at Circle City, 100 miles below Daw- 
son, and draw their supplies by dog train 
from Fort Yukon. Circle City has 500 houses 
and is said to be the largest log cabin town 
in the world. 

John F. Miller says there will not neces- 
sarily be starvation, but certainly miners 
will suffer extreme privations. Five hun- 
dred men intended to come down the river,’ 
but that is closed and they cannot get out. 

‘Our leaving,” says Sims, *“‘ was the be- 
ginning of a stampede for grub. Transpor- 
tution companies at St. Michael’s and Fort 
Yukon claim the lquor traffic has no ap- 
preciable. effect on the supply of provisions. 
Not more than thirty tons of liquor, they 
say, has gone into the country. : 

‘* With the blockade of the Yukon every 
possibility vanishes of treasure by the 
steamer Portland. No gold will come out 
this year. There is any amount of gold 
aut Dawson. It is not unusual to see horses 
loaded with dust. But the mines are owned 
by men who know their value. * One sees it 
on every hand,’ the returning miners say. 
‘lt seems plentiful, but you must remember 
it was more plentiful in the United States 
Treasury, and is just ag hard to get. Peo- 
rle who flock to the mines expecting to 
pick up gold in the grass roots do not reaiize 
what they are up against.’ ”’ 


LONDONER FROM GOLD FIELDS. 


A. J. Reynolds, a Wealthy Englishman, 
Praises the Rescurces of the Amer- 
ican Northwest.

‘‘ Just now, when the eyes of the world are 
on the Klondike or the gold mines of the 
Canadian Northwest and Alaska, I am glad 
to know that the mines of Washington and 
the Western States generally are receiving 
their just attentfon.” said A. J. Reynolds of 
London, England, at the Victoria Hotel. 

Mr. Reynolds has recently looked over the 
field in Washington and is enthusiastic over 
the possibilities In that State. 

“Americans have a Klondike in Washing- 
ton,”’ he sald, ‘‘ and there are fortunes to be 
had there without the great trials entailed 
in prospecting in the bleak Yukon country. 
The region around the Wenatchee and 
Peshastin Rivers, in Washington, I learned 
from actual experience, are fabulously rich 
and the location is only 100 miles from 
Seattle. 

‘Placer properties there which have been 
worked by hand have yielded handsomely, 
and several claims are held for big money. 
I am told the Swauk is held for $200,000 on 
the strength of surface showing alone. The 
same range practically runs through to the 
Yukon region. 

* A colored man not long ago did some 
erevice mining and quit early with $60,000. 


- The stream he worked is known as Negro 
Creek. I have an option on five claims in 


Kittitas County, Wash., but I am not at 
liberty to say exactly where they are.”’ 

Mr. Reynolds displayed several samples 
of dust and nugget gold to the hotel guests. 
He leaves for London today and will or- 
ganize a company there.

BALLOT IS UNANIMOUS. 


Sequel to Mrs. Quinn’s Assault 
on Fanny Kavanagh. 


OTHER BODIES TO FOLLOW. 


Enemies and disturbers have run their 
course in the Social Democracy, according 
to the edict given forth yesterday by Branch 
No. 1, which, it is understood, all the other 
branches will speedily follow. Traitors and 
malcontents, by the terms of the ukase, no 
longer will be permitted to talk bloodshed 
and foment riots in its meetings. Such men 
as P. J. Quinn and his followers, who have 
advocated the torch, the bomb, the dagger, 
and confiscation, are invited to give the 
organization a wide berth. 

All this is directly the result of an assault 
made upon Fanny Kavanagh a week ago by 
Mrs. Quinn. After one or two of his fiery 
speeches Fitzgerald Murphy wus dethroncd 
as President of Branch No. 1, and Mrs. 
Kavanagh was seated in his place. She be- 
lieved Quinn to be a detective and spy, and 
reported her suspicions to Bugene V. Debs. 
This became known to Quinn and his wife, 
and angered the latter so much taat she 
assaulted Mrs. Kavanagh. 

In order to eliminate this element from 
participation in the meetings of the organ- 
ization the Board of Control prepared a new 
set of rules last week for its government. 
These provided only members should be 
permitted to criticise speakers at the open 
meetings, and that only members in good 
standing should be admitted to the business 
meetings. 

These rules came up for adoption in Branch 
No. 1. The first was rejected, but the other 
went through by unanimous vote. It was 
said none of the so-called disturbers ever has 
been in full membership and good standing 
on the books, and the prediction now is care 
will be taken should they present themselves 
to see they are properly rejected. 

The branch voted its confidence in Mrs. 
Kavanagh and promised to defend her 
against any more assaults. 

Sylvester Keliher, secretary of the Na- 
tional board, spoke and cautioned the branch 
to steer clear in the future of any action that 
might cause such trouble as it has gone 
through in the past. 


JOINT COMMITTEE IN TOWN. 


Senators and Representatives Ap- 
pointed to Look into Alcohol Tax 
Now at the Auditorium. 


Certain business-men in this country have 
been trying for years to get the internal 
revenue tax taken off grain alcohol used in 
manufactures and the arts. At the last ses- 
sion of Congress a joint committee of Sén- 
ators and Representtives ‘was appointed to 
make an investigation and recommend prop- 
er action. The members of that cémmittee 
are Senators O. H. Platt of Connecticut, 
chairman; Nelson W. Aldrich, Rhode sland; 
James K. Jones, Arkansas; Representatives 
Walter Evans, Kentucky; Charles A. Rus- 
sell, Connecticut; and Benton McMillin of 
Tennessee. They are now devoting their at- 
tention to the matter and will be in Chicago 
this week to proceed with the collection of 
such information as may be obtainable. 

Commencing next Wednesday morning 

the committee will have daily sittings at 
the Auditorium Hotel until all those ex- 
pected to appear before it have been heard. 
As the question under consideration is one 
of importance to agricyulturists, as well as 
manufacturers, it is understood there will 
be a large number of persons here from 
TIilinois, Wisconsin, Iowa, and other North- 
western States. 
, The committee is charged with the duty 
under the joint resolution of Congress of 
ascertaining the views of all classes of citi- 
zens as to the advisability of enlarging the 
scope of the existing law in regard to the 
use of alcohol free of tax in the manufac- 
tures and arts. Under the United States 
statutes, alcohol manufactured from wood 
pays no internal revenue tax, while alcohol 
produced from grain pays an internal rev- 
enue tax of $1.10 per proof gallon, equal to 
$2.20 per gallon full strength. 

The province of the committee !s to as¢er- 
tain and report the advisability of enacting 
a national law which shall give to grain 
alcohol used in the manufactures and arts 
the same exemption from tax enjoyed by 
wood alcohol and other solvents. This sub- 
ject has been agitated more or less since 
the year 1865, the close of the war, and it 
is desired that citizens in all branches of 
industry carefully examine into the matter 
and bring to the attention of the commit- 
tee such information as may enlighten and 
assist it in making its report. ; 

Henry Dully Jr. of New York has given the 
subject a great deal of attention, and re- 
ported to the committee his findings of an 
extensive investigation abroad. He is now 
here and will remain during the session. 
Benjamin Durfee, clerk of the commission, 
arrived yesterday and is at the Auditorium. 
Some of the committeemen are expected to 
arrive -today. They have been sitting in 
New York and listening to information from 
the Eastern manufacturers and, after con- 
cluding their business in this city, they will 
go to Louisville. 


MEET DEATH IN A HOTEL FIRE. 


Three People Incinerated in the Burn- 
ing of an Oil City Hos- 


telry. 

oi City, Pa., Oct. 24.-Three persons 
were burned to death and seven more 
severely injured in a fire that destroyed the 
Hotel Brooklyn at Kelletville, twenty-five 
miles southeast of Oil City,,on Sunday morn- 
ing at an early hour. 

The building was a three-¢story one, rough- 
ly built of double boards and burned like 
tinder. At Z o’clock this morning when the 
firemen first discovered it there were seven- 
teen persons asleep in the hotel. At that 
time the fire, which had originated on the 
second floor of the building, shut off all 
retreat from the rooms on the floors above. 
Six men on the second floor and five on the 
third saved themselves by jumping from 
the windows to the ground below, but there 
was none of these who escaped without 
severe burns or hurts. 

Those killed are: 

Miller, Miss Kate, of Kelletville, aged 19 years. 

Salegiver, Andrew, of Tionesta, a mail carrier, 
aged 21 years. 

Tucker, Professor, aged about 65 years, who 
travejed about the country giving stereopticon 
exhibitions, and is supposed to have come from 
Sewickley, near Pittsburg. 

Miss Emma Kiger, a teacher in the Kellet- 
ville schools, was so badly burned about the 
face and body and so severely injured by 
jumping from the second story of the hotel 
that she may die, j ) 

What remained of the bodies of Tucker and 
Salsgiver were gathered together and were 
not enough to fill an ordinary cigar box. 

The fire is supposed to have originated by 
Professor Tucker knocking over a lamp in 
his bedroom, as he ‘thad had the toothache 
and used the lamp for making hot applica- 
tions.

MONTGOMERY, ALA., THE SCENE OF A 
FEARFUL PANIC.

Invasion of Yellow Fever Frightens 
the People and Special Trains Car- 
ry Thousands Out of the State—Sel- 
ma, Aln., Almost Entirely Depopu- 
lated — Citizens Abandon Their 
Homes and Live in the Woods— 
Record of the Day at Pest Centers. 


Montgomery, Ala., Oct. 24.—[Special.]— 
Two deaths and eighteen new cases is Mont- 
gomery’s bad record for the day. 

Under the State quarantine law every 
town, city, hamlet, and community stands 
quarantined against Montgofmery. The 
people here are panicstricken. When Vesu- 
vius erupted the terror of the citizens of 
Pompeli could not have been much more in- 
tense nor their flight more precipitate than 
when it was announced on Monday that yel- 
low fever had invaded the city. The trains 
from here had to pass through the State 
without stopping, but as rapidly as they 
could be filed into stations they were loaded 
down with passengers. The mad rush has 
continued almost up to the this time. 

Selma, forty miles away, was stricken yes- 
terday. A dozen cases were found. Yester- 
day and today 2,400 of the 2,700 white resi- 
dents fled. 

The “ can’t-get-aways” in the stricken city 
have filled up every available farm house 
and negro cabin, and many well-to-do fam- 
ilies’ throughout the South are living in 
fents in the woods, quarantining themselves 
against the world. 

New Orleans, La., Oct. 24.—The usu- 
al variations were shown in ‘the yel- 
low fever situation today. Yesterday 
there were forty-nine cases and seven 
deaths. At 7 o’clock this evening’ the new 
cases had only reached twenty-four and the 
deaths were three. - Official repoft of the 
Board of Health: Cases of yellow fever to- 
day, 31; deaths, 3; total cases to date, 1,154; 
total deaths to date, 127; total récovered, 
550; under treatment, 447. 4 

Jackson, Miss., Oct. <4.~—The State Board 
of Health in its official statement tonight 
reports eight new cases of yellow fever at 
LBiy St. Louis and one at Edwards and one 
at New Albany. No new cases are feported 
from Clinton, Nitta Yuma, and Cayuga. 

Mobile, Ala., Oct. 24.—There was a much 
larger report of new cases today thah usual, 
the record being eight, with no deaths. To- 
tal cases, 209; deaths, 28; recoveries, 146; 
under treatment, 35. 

Memphis, Tenn., Oct. 24.—The Board of 
Health officially announces four cases of 
yellow fever tonight.

‘*Grand old Neal Dow’s name will live 
when the Pullman fortune has been wiped 
away and when‘ Dana’s influence and very 
name are forgotten. His was a battle fdr 
humanity, and for sixty years he fouvht the

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IMPORTANT APPOINTMENT ACCORD- 
ING TO CIVIL SERVICE RULES. 


Secretary Gage Promotes the St. Paul 
Man on Merit and Frees Him from 
Political Intrigue—Effort to Place 
the Office of Supérvising Architect 
on @ Higher Plane and Secure Bet- 
ter Protessional Resulis—Populari- 
ty of the Appointee. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 24.—[Special.]— 
The office of Supervising Architect of the 
Treasury department, which has been va- 
cant since July, has been filled by Secretary 
Gage appointing James Knox Taylor, 
formerly principal draftsman in that of- 
fice, tp the position. The appointee will be 
the first incumbent to occupy this im- 
portant position under civil service rules, 
and from what Tue TRIBUNE can gather it 
ls an appointment that gives universal sat- 
isfaction. It is certainly a step in the direc- 
tion of absolute civil service reform 
and speaks volumes for Secretary 
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JOHN KNOX TAYLOR. 
[New Supervising Architect of the Treasury.] 


Gage’s. attitude toward that move- 
ment; especially so, as Mr. Taylor was ap- 
pointed to his former position under a 
Democratic administration and doubtless 
by means of Democratic influence, as no 
such thing as civil service examinations for 
positions in this office existed at that time. 

‘It is hard to predict exactly what the at- 
titude of the new Supervising Architect will 
be towards the much mooted matter of com- 
petition for public work, He has been in 
private practice (as Gilbert & Taylor of St. 
Paul) long enough to fully appreciate all 
the advantages that might accrue to the 
service by the diversified talents of the pro- 
fession at large; but he has also been long 
enough in the government office to realize 
the troubles and difficulties that surround 
the successful execution of federal 
work and must thoroughly under- 
stand the obstacles that a private iIn- 
dividual would encounter in trying to doit 
justice. Whatever course Mr. Taylor may 
take it is safe to assume that, unlike some 
Treasury, Mr. 
Gage will uphold Mr. Taylor’s policy and 
will see to [t that he is not subject to the 
beck and call of every private interest orto 


‘petty political intrigue. 


Mr. Taylor’s appointment has also opened 
the eyes of the public to another point that 
has been much discussed. Products of the 
government office generally, during the last 
years, have not been held in high esteem 
for their artistic merits. It is obvious from 
late developments, however, that there has 
been and is talent enough in the office, if 
properly handled, to produce work that will 
be a credit to the office and the country 
at large. But the incumbent of the Super- 
vising Architect’s office having generally 
been placed in that position through po- 
litical influence rather than for his pro- 
fessional ability, the former considerations 
have materially influenced the manner of 
conducting the work of the office. But that 
a subaltern in that much abused office 
should rank so high in a competitive exam- 
ination, open to the architects of the coun- 
try at large, and carry off the prize without 
political influence is proof sufficient’ to 
demonstrate his ability for the position. 

Mr. Taylor is a pleasant gentleman of 
some forty years. He is a Pennsylvanian 
and came to the Supervising Architect's of- 
fice three years ago from private practice 
in St. Paul. Mr. Taylor, on account of his 
gentlemanly deportment, is a favorite with 
all who have: had occasion to transact 
business with the office, as well as with the 
rank and file of the employés under his im- 
mediate supervision. In addition § to the 
goodwill of his subordinates he carries with 
him into his new position a thorough fa- 
miliarity with every detail of office work 
which insures him a successful career as 
Supervising Architect, 


NAVAL CONSTRUCTION REPORT. 


Chief Hichborn Shows That the Gov- 
ernment Now Owns One Hundred 
and Forty-one Vessels. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 24.—In his 

nnua!l report to the Secretary of the 

Javy, Philip Hichborn, chief constructor, 
gays that the strength of the navy on Oct. 
-1 was 141 vessels all told. It is stated that 
during the last few months of the last fiscal 

ear a Sonsiderable amount of work upon 
vessels that had been authorized by Con- 
gress had to be suspended owing to lack 
of funds. This caused a heavy drain upon 
the new appropriations at the beginning of 
the present fiscal year and makes the ex- 
haustion of those appropriations before the 
first of next July almost an assured fact. 
, During the last year the government ac- 
cepted finally four ships, the Massachu- 
setts, Oregon, Ericsson, and Brooklyn, while 
eleven vessels have been accepted prelim- 
inarily and subject to final test—viz.: Iowa, 
Nashville, Wilmington, Helena, Annapolis, 
Vicksburg, Newport, Wheeling, Marietta, 
Porter, and Foote. 

Particular attention is invited to the good 
esults: attending the construction of the 
lJowa. It is shown that this efficient vessel 
is able to carry 212 tons more than was 
calculated upon. The changes cost only 
about 2 per cent of the contract price. Of 
the gunboats the report says that their 
first cost was remarkably low, aggregating 
about $2,00@%000 for the nine, or not more 
than the cost of a first-class armored 
cruiser. The cost of their maintenance, par- 
ticularly with copper bottoms and consid- 
erable sail power, should be a minimum.

Major MeClaughry Says Convicts 
Are Not So Treated. 


GENERAL LIEB IS AMAZED. 


Ideas of the proper method of enforcing 
discipline when an unarmed prisoner proves 
obstinate are not the same among volunteer 
officers of rank now in civil life as they are 
in the mind of Colonel Robert H. Hall, com- 
manding the Fort Sheridan garrison. The 
commanding officer told the Lovering court 
of inquiry on Baturday that he upheld his 
subordinate officer in his treatment of Pris- 
ner Hammond. Then Colonel Hall put his 
own signature to certain statements, of 
which these repubMshed extracts are a sum- 
mary of the most radical: 

“I was told of Captain Lovering’s 
proceedings and approved of his meth- 
ods.”’ 

“If it was necessary in order to sub- 
due Hammond to kick him and prod 
him with a sword I consider it per- 
fectly justifiable.” 

“There might come an occasion 
when it would become necssary to run 
him through.” 

*No man who has the shadow of an 
idea of what is meant by military dis- 
cipline could for a moment criticise 
Captain Lovering’s actions.” 

“I approved of them then and I ap- 
prove of them now.” ; 


‘Ropes Not Needed for Convicts. 


It appears from a statement of Major R. 
W. McClaughry that even Joliet convicts 
can be handled without ropes. (Ceneral Her- 
man Lieb has a word to say about barbar- 
ism in the army. Colonel J. A. Sexton. says 
that Colonel Hall and Captain Lovering are 
all right save in the kicking and prodding 
proposition. Then Colonel Sexton says he 
would employ other means himself to ac- 
complish the end. 

A visiting regular army officer upholds the 
treatment accorded Hammond, and an ex- 
United States Senator condemns it. Com- 
manding officers at Forts Leavenworth and 
Snelling and at Columbia Barracks, when 
asked by Tue TRIBUNE to say a word anent 
Colonel Hall’s ideas of disciplinary methods, 
refused to discuss the matter. . 


Tougher than Enlisted Men. 


Major McClaughry, Warden of the Joliet 
Penitentiary, has hundreds of men under his 
charge, some of whom are api at times to be 
a trifie “ tougher’’ than is the average en- 
listed man in the army. Obstinacy and in- 
subordination are shown not infrequently at 
Joliet in exactly the same way they were 
evinced at Fort Sheridan by Private Ham- 
mond, yet the records of the place fail to 
show, according to the officials, any cases of 
rope dragging. 

‘*Men here sometimes refuse 40 come out 
of their cells and go to work,” said the 
Warden. ‘‘ They stay in the back of the cell 
and simply say ‘I won't.” What do we do? 
Why, the simplest thing possible. Two offi- 
cers are ordered to go in and hustle the 
recalcitrant out. They do this by grabbing 
him under the arms, one at either side, just 
as the policemen take a privener. I don’t 
see why any other method should be used, 
not only from a humane standpoint but 
simply because no other method is neces- 
sary. 

Such Action Not Necessary. 


“T have not followed the Fort Sheridan 
matter closely and I do not want to have 
it appear that I am criticising the action 
taken there. I cannot conceive, however, 
of any occasion arising where it might be- 
come necessary to ‘run a man through,’ 
provided there was only one man, and he 
unarmed. <As far as prison discipline is 
concerned, the law allows us under the ex- 
traordinary conditions of mutiny and upris- 
ing to take human life, if the killing be an 
abs e necessity, but the law presupposes 
th e word mutiny means.that more 
than @ person must be engaged in it. 
It strfkes me that the word itself shows 
that. 

‘* When I was in the service I had a case 
exactiy similar to the one cited. I was a 
Captain and was officer of the day. An 
order came from headquarters to send a 
certain prisoner before the commanding 
officer. The prisoner flatly refused to move. 
I. ordered two men to go in and bring the 
insubordinate out. The men grabbed him 
by the collar and under the arms and out 
he came. I ordered his hands tied behind 
him, and when this was done a musket was 
placed under the arms just back of the 
shoulders. One man took one end and his 
comrade the other. The musket gave them 
a leverage and the prisoner was forced to 
walk to headquarters. He could not do 
anything else. Discipline was upheld and 
there had been nothing done that was in 
ihe least inhuman.”’ 


Nothing Short of Barbarism. 


‘* That rope dragging at Fort Sheridan was 
nothing short of barbarous,’ said General 
Herman Lieb. ‘I can’t see for the life of 
me how any one, commanding officer or sub- 
ordinate, can conceive of a case where it 
might .become necessary to ruri an unarmed 
man through with a sword, even though he 
were obstinate, surly, and insuborginate. 
The kicking and prodding of a helpless pris- 
oner, though he had the disposition of the 
devil himself, is so far wrong that one has 
not the patience to discuss it. 

‘The course of the commanding officer in 
upholding so strongly his subordinate’s 
course simply goes to show that the same 
atmosphere envelops them both. 

“‘ As Lunderstand it, nothing but necessary 
means are to be employed to enforce dis- 
cipline. It cértainly is not necessary to drag 
a man with arope. If it were, why not put 
it around his neck instead of about his feet 
and thus end things? I wish the command- 
ing _officer at the fort would explain what 
contingency might arise which would justify 
the ‘ running through’ of an insubordinate, 
unarmed soldier, especially where there is 

armed guard of some twenty or thirty 
men within call. 

*7T served in the American army all 
through the war. I had previously been in 
the French service, and I 
certain things were done here which would 
not have been tolerated in France. The 
tying up by the thumbs—a cruel punishment 
—originated in this country. It has been 
done away with, but & strikes me that some 
traces of barbariem are left yet."’ 


Sexton Upholds Hall. 


Colonel James A. Sexton upheld Colonel 


Hall in saying that it might be necessary 
to run a prisoner through who waguser to 
obey orders. The Colonel also upfield the 
course of Captain Lovering in dragging the 
prisoner to court by the heels. He de- 
nounced the kicking and prodding of the 
prostrate prisoner, however, as cowardly. 
“ Yes, | think Colonel Hall was right 
when he said the prisoner got what he de- 
served,” said Colonel Sexton. ‘‘ The man 
said he would have to be carried to court 
if he was to appear there. He issued a 
{rect challenge and Lovering tookit up and 
d him Gragged before the trial officer. 
Never let the insubordinate one get the 
upper hand of you or you are gone forever 
in the eyes of the men and in your own 
@stiniation. I do not, of course, agree with 
Colonel Hall if he declares the kicking and 
prodding of a helpless man were justifiable.

“Colonel Sexton, if you were officer of 
the day and a prisoner refu to come out 
of his cell, what would you do?” 

“I'd take him by the collar and yank him 
out or send two men in to do it for me.”

It requires un- 
thinking, unquestioning obedience, and when 
an officer gets an order from a supcrior he is 
bound to carry it out at whatever cost. 
Captain Lovering could not afford to be dic- 
tated to by that prisoner. He could not take 
orders from him, and when the prisoner said 
he would have to be carried Captain Lover- 
ing probably felt justified in taking other 
methods of bringing him. ; 

“J don’t know as to its being humane, but 
it was in the interest of discipline, and that 
must be rigidly. enforced at al) hazards.”’ 

“What is the meaning of the word 
‘mutiny ’ in a military sense?’ 

“It is disobedience, with an accompanying 
threat of violence toward an officer.”’ 

“Then Hammond was not mutinous, as 
Colonel Hall charged?” a 

“Well, perhaps not exactly, but it was 
very rank disobedience.”’ 


Ex-Senator Sabin Outspoken. 


Iex-Senator D. M. Sabin of Minnesota, 
who is stopping at the Auditorium Annex, 
is outspoken in his condemnation of Cap- 
tain Lovering’s action and Colonel Hall's 
pronounced approval of his course. 

**IT am no apologist for Hammond,” he 
said, “but the dignitv of our government 
and the humanity which should attach to 
the military service of the country forbid 
any such shocking exhibition as this Fort 
Sheridan incident. It is all the more rep- 
rehensible because of its being so absolutely 
unnecessary. We might look for it under 
Weylcer’s régime in Cuba, but not in this 
country. 

‘* Colonel Hall's deferse of Capthin Lov- 
ering will surprise no one familiar with reg- 
ular army methods. It is the same old 
spirit of justifying anything that any of- 
ficer may do toward a private or civil- 
tau, without regard to the merits of the con- 
troversy.”’ 


Coppinger Refuses to Talk. 


, General Coppinger, commanding the De- 
partment of the Platte, was not pleased last 
night when requested at Omaha by a re- 
porter for Tue TRIBUNE to express an opin- 
ion on Colonel Hall’s observations. 

‘** Why,” said the General, “it would be 
preposterous and most improper to express 
an opinion on Colonel Hall’s remarks. I 
would as soon think of putting my hand in 
a barrel of pitch. O, no; I don’t say ‘ yes,’ 
‘no,’ or anything else on such a proposi- 
tion.”’ 


JOHN P. HARDING IMPROVING. 


Democratic Committeeman from the 
Nineteenth Ward Reported 
Out of Danger. 


John P. Harding, the Nineteenth Ward 
Democratic committeeman and saloonkeep- 
er, who was shot by John I. Maloney, a 
Democratic politician of the Highth Ward, 
Saturday evening, was reported out of dan- 
ger by the physiclans of the Presbyterian 
Hospital last evening. Harding was at first 
thought to have received a fatal wound, but 
during the morning the bullet was success- 
fully probed for and in the afternoon the 
patient began to rest easily. Unless in- 
flammation sets in it.is thought the wound 
will heal rapidly and Harding will be able 
to leave the hospital within ten days. 

The condition of’ Alderman Haberkorn of 
the Nineteenth Ward, who was shot a week 
ago, and who occupies a room in the Pres- 
byterian Hospital almost directly opposite 
that occupled by Harding, is also reported 
as greatly improved. It is expected the 
Alderman will be sufficiently recovered from 
his wound to leave the hospital during the 
week. 

Jonn I. Maloney occupied a cell at the Max- 
well Street Station in the morning, but was 
set at liberty in bonds of $5,000 about noon. 
William Reuhl, the brewer, was his surety, 
together with Oscar Crittling, the West 
Twelfth street florist. 

In speaking of the shooting Maloney «aid: 

“We had a few words. I was under the In- 
fluence of liquor at the time and hardly 
knowing what I was about, drew my re- 
volver and shot Harding. It is too bad, and 
I can only hope it will not result. fatally. 
There was really nothing in the discussion 
between us, and had I not been under the 
influence of liquor the shooting would never 
have occurred,”’ 


BOLD WORK OF IOWA BURGLARS 


Rob the Blairsburg Bank of Six Thou- 


sand Dollars and Shoot Oneof Their * 


Pals While Escaping. 


Webster City, Ia., Oct. 24.—[Special.]— 
Three masked burglars robbed the State 
Bank of Blairsburg this morning at 8 
o'clock. They used dynamite, and the ex- 
plosion shattered the large plate glass win- 
dow and badly wrecked the bank building. 
They secured $6,000 worth of securities and 
a small &amount of cash. 

When the first explosion occurred it awoke 
half the town. James Conners, an employé 
of the creamery, waa first on the ground. He 
was unarmed and retreated to the hotel. 
His yells frightened the burglars, and, al- 
though they had prepared the dynamite for 
the second explosion, they leaped from the 
back window. In passing the corner they 
saw Edward Gillicoin, who was one of their 
pals, advancing toward them. It was dark, 
and in the excitement they mistook him for 
an officer and shot him twice. One bullet 
entered his chest and another his abdomen. 
He was captured and is not expected to live. 
T’he other two escaped. 

Sheriff Sinclair was at once called from 
this city and a posse was formed to start in 
pursuit. The three men who did the work 
have been hanging around Webster City for 
the last ten days. To reach Blairsburg they 
took a handcar from the Illinois Central 
toolhouse. Gillicoin, who was shot, had a 
number of skeleton keys in his pocket and 
light burglar tools. The State Bank of 
Blairsburg is capitalized at $50,000. A. E. 
Powers of Blairsburg is President and J. C. 
McNee cashier.

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PRICES PAID MODERN AUTHORS. 


Rudyard Kipling Leads the Market— 
More Money in Hymns than 
in Novels. 


Rudyard Kipling commands the highest 
price of any living author, according to the 
Pall Mall Gazette, which says that it paid 
$750 for each of his *‘ Barrack-Room Bal- 
lads,” and that ‘* The Seven Seas ’’ brought 
him $11,000. He has received 50 cents a word 
for a 10,000-word story. Anthony Hope 
charges $450 for a magazine story, reserving 
the copyright; Mr. Gladstone’s price for a 
review is $1,000. Conan Doyle received 
$35,000 for ‘*‘ Rodney Stone,’’ Mrs. Humphry 
Ward $40,000 for “‘ Robert Elsmere,’’ $80,000 
each for ‘*‘ David Grieve.’ and “* Marcella,’”’ 
$75,000 for ‘Sir George Tressady,” and 
$15,000 for “‘ Bessie Costrell.”” Ian Maclaren 
has made $35,000 out of ‘*‘ The Bonnie Briar 
Bush ”’ and “Auld Lang Syne.” Rider Hag- 
gard still asks from $75 to $100 a column of 
1,500 words. 

The highest price ever paid for a novel is 
$200,000, which, the Pall Mall Gazette says, 
was handed over to Alphonse Daudet for his 
** Sappho.’’ Zola’s first fourteen books netted 


him $220,000, and in twenty years he has 
made at least $375,000. Ruskin's sixty-four 
books bring him in $20,000 a year. Swin- 
burne, who writes very little, makes $5,000 
a year by his poems. Browning, in his later 
years, drew $10,000 a year from the sale of 
his works, amd Tennyson is said to have 
received $60,000 a year from the Macmillans 
during the last years of his life. Mr. Moody 
is believed to have beaten all others, as more 
than $1,250,000 has been paid in royalties for 
his hymns. '

| NOT FIT WORK FOR GIRLS 


THEIR ABILITY AS TRUANT OFFI- 
CERS IS AT ISSUE. 


Much Interest Aroused in Educational 
Circles—Trustee Gallagher Main- 
tains His Former Position—Under 
the State Law Certain Children Must 
Attend School or Be Arrested—Men 
Considered Preferable for the Da- 
ties—Discussion Likely to Follow. 


Great interest has been aroused in school 
circles by the publication in THe SUNDAY 
TRIBUNE of the criticisms made by Trustees 
Gallagher and Keating concerning the em- 
ployment of women as truant officers. 
There is likely to be a warm discussion of 
the subject among the members of the Board 
of Education, and an effort will probably be 
made by Trustee Gallagher and others to 
change the complexion of the truant force. 

Trustee Gallagher says fils remarks did 
not apply to the case of Miss Green, the 
niece of Trustee Mrs. Ella A. Hull, who was 
appointed a substitute truant officer for 
Miss Therese Eilenberger. He obtained a 
pay-roll of the compulsory education de- 
partment for August, and after he had ex- 
amined that he read the compulsory educa- 


tion law. 


Astonished at the Discovery. 

‘When I had compared these two docu- 
ments,” said Mr. Gallagher, “ I was aston- 

shed. The payroll gave the names of six- 
teen truant officers and fifteen of them were 
women, and young women, too, I should 
judge, by the names. 

, ‘* Now the law, after providing for the 
appointment of truant officers, says: 

‘“**Tt shall also be the duty of said truant 

officer to arrest any child of school-going 
age that habitually haunts public places 
and has no lawful! occupation, and also any 
truant child who absents himself or herself 
from school and place him or her in charge 
of the teacher, etc.’ 
, “This law makes it mandatory on the 
truant officers to arrest children of school 
age wherever found and take them before 
the teachers of schools where they are en- 
titled to attend. Such work is not the work 
for girls.”’ 

Mr. Gallagher referred to the board’s re- 
port for 1896-'97, which showed a total of 
13,900 cases of truancy investigated, 10,852 
of which were reported by principals of 
schools, 361 from the board office, 1,182 from 
other sources, and 1,595 were found by at- 
tendance agents, another name for truant 
officers. 

‘The cost of all this,’ said Mr. Gallagher, 
‘as the report shows, was $15,548.36, the 
expense per capita being $1.11 for the 13,990, 
but what would the expense per capita be 
for the 1,595 cases found by the agents?” 


Mrs. Hull Talks of the Matter. 


Mrs. Ella A. Hull, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Compulsory Education, was in- 
clined to regard the article in THE SUNDAY 
TRIBUNE as a reflection on her for obtaining 
the temporary appointment of Miss Green. 

“It is a case of ‘much ado about noth- 
ing,’’’ said Mrs. Hull. ‘‘ Miss Eilenberger 
was taken ill with typhoid fever. In order 
to prevent a vacancy and save her position 
for her I had Miss Green appointed as sub- 
stitute. Miss BHilenberger will resume her 
duties as soon as she is sufficiently recovered 
—probably this week.”’ 

Mrs. Hull said that personally she had no 
objection to the employment of men as 
truant officers. The present force was prac- 
tically as she found it when made chairman 
of the committee. There had been one 
change. An old man who became tco ill to 
perform the duties had been replaced by a 
woman,

Not Thoroughly Tested. 


‘‘We have not yet had an opportunity of 
theroughly testing the ability of women 
truant agents under the new law,"' said T. 
J. Bluthardt, Superintendent of Compulsory 
Education, ‘*‘ but as far as we have gone I 
can see nothing that would justify me in as- 
serting that women are unable to perform 
the duties of the office in a satisfactory 
manner. Since Ihave been at the head of the 
Compulsory Education, department there 
have been but three men employed as truant 
agents, and, while doing their work well, I 
do not think they were more satisfactory 
than women. I have women:agents whom I 
would not exchange for ten-men apiece. 
Last month we investigated over 1,200 cases 
and returned to school 470 pupils. For one 
month, especially the first month and under 
a new law. I believe that the showing isa 
splendid one. As soon as the time comes 
when it becomes necessary to make arrests 
the ability of women to perform such tasks 
will be demonstrated. It may, pernaps, be 
necessary to place more men on the force, 
but until I am positively certain that the 
women cannot do the work I will not advo- 
cate any such change.”’

The experts who testified that the bones found 
in the Luetgert factory vats were those of a woman 
made twice as many converts as the learned gen- 
tleman who said they were the bones of an animal. 
The jury stood 9 to 3.—Nashville American. 


All that the defense had to do was to establish 
a ‘“‘reasonable doubt’’ in the mind of a single 
juryman. In a case like this one such a resu!t 
ought not to be a difficult one to achieve, especial- 
ly since the way to do it has so well been marked 
out by the experts in criminal practice.

WHEN LAWYERS WERE SCARCE. 


Curious Facts Shown by a Census of 
Those Entitled to Practice Taken 


: 


in 1820. |

In the year 1820, under the authority of the 
State of New York, an enumeration of the 
lawyers entitled to practice at the State or 
local courts was made. The regulations for 
admission to the bar at that time were sim- 
ple and easy to comply with. Nevertheless 
there were found to be only three lawyers 
on Staten Island, thirteen in Westchester, 
sixty in Appeny. and forty-five in Onondaga. 
Monroe County had not then attained the 
distinction which it has had since the growth 
of Rochester into a city and it had within its 
borders only seventeen lawyers, while Co- 
lumbia County, which has since given to the 
bar of the State many learned jurists, had 
thirty-two, and Dutchess County fifty-two. 
The people of Long Island were even less in- 
clined to litigation then than they are now; 
for in the whole of Suffolk County) there 
were six lawyers only, in Queens County 
there were but two, and in Kings County (it 
is very different now) thére were three only.

Business Enterprise Cannot Keep 
: Pace with the Opportunities Offered 
for.Its Expansion—America Is Now 

Loantng tts Credits to Londen 
Trade. Situation Favorable and 
Wheat Market Higher—Clearings 
Increase. | 


There is plethora of money in the chief 
financial centers of the United States. The 
glut of funds has become of such a surfeiting 
character that it may be truthfully said that 
the country now has more money than it 
knows what to do with. | 
- The continued easiness of money rates at 
home as compared with the tight money con- 
ditions now prevailing abroad has presented 
a phenomenal feature of interest during the 
last week. 

It is indeed an odd occurrence when John 
Bull borrows money of his old debtor friend 
Uncle Sam. Nevertheless that seems to be 
what the present situation in international 
eredits is tending toward or has reached. 
England and France have purchased enor- 
mous supplies of grain from America, the 
former having paid for what it has bought 


- largely in American securities. Yet for some 


weeks past it has been known that the bal- 
ance of trade was largely in favor of this 
country. Gold in settlement has not come 
over in any large amounts, except in the 


‘case of Australia, and what has been im- 


ported could have paid little or any profits to 
importers at exchange rates ruling. 
Money Loaned Abroad. 

Though gold is owed us as a country it will 
probably not be actually paid us now in any 
quantity for weeks or monthstocome. The 
reason is that there is a superabundance 
of it here and an insufficiency of it abroad. 
Better returns can be gotten on the credit 
balances it represents by: letting it stay 
where it is than by having it imported to 
load down our Home glutted money market. 
Three per cent is the rate at present on 
money loaned by the Bank of England, and 
near the .end .of «the week this institution 
was forced to be a borrower itself in the

It thus 
appears that ‘money is at present relatively 
cheaper in New York and Chicago than in 
the financial center of the world.

Wheat Turns Decidedly Strong. 


Wheat ‘was a hesitating market during 
the early part of last week, but during the 
last few days developed remarkable strength. 
It has not been so much a change on con- 
dition as increafe in confidence. The bulls 
who sold out at higher prices and have been 
waiting to reinstate their holding became 
convinced that they were not to have an 
opportunity to buy cheap wheat, while the 
shorts were forced to come in withoubany 
particular reference to price or inclination. 
An undertone of strength is being given to 
the market by the continuation of drought 
in the winter wheat States. While some 
benefit has been done by rains, it is conceded 
f every where that the season so far has been 
anything but ideal for winter wheat, and 
each week of continued dry weather short- 
ens the period in which the damage can be 
repaired. While the drought has unques- 
tionably been an important factor, it has 
been rather pushed to the background by 
the evidences of a foreign demand which 
Will take care of the surplus Of this coun- 
‘try, perhaps without regard to the outcome 
of the Argentine harvest. Forefgners have 
been steady and consistent buyers of wheat 
in almost every position, and in almost all 
of the American markets. The demond 
has been from the United Kingdom and from 
the continent, and not only has spot wheat 
been accepted freely, but there has’ been 
extensive buying of wheat for future deliv- 
ery. In fact, the buying for future delivery 
and the recent advances in advanced de- 
liveries of wheat in the continental markets 
would not suggest as favorable reports from 
the Argentine as have been published in this 
country. Foreign markets have been acting 
independently of the markets on this side 
and not simply reflecting speculative de- 
clines or advances. All the statistics are 
tfavoreble to holders. During last week 
there was not even an exception to be made 
in regard to Northwestern receipts. They 
showed a steady falling off, which, follow- 
ing. the decrease in winter wheat receipts, 
ig significant “of short supplies and dispo- 
sition on the part of farmers to hold their 
grain. The visible showing was again bull- 
ish, with the prospect of a small mcréase 
today. The report that the French duties 
on wheat were to be reduced was not con- 
firmed, but it was merely one item in a long 
array of bullish foreign announcementa. 


Narrow View of Local Trade. 


The local trade is disposed to takea rather 
narrow view of the situation and it was this 
position which caused the hesitancy during 
the early part of the week. The question 
of the probable outcome of the December 
deal was discussed much more than the 
probable effect of demand and supply con- 
ditions the world over. Stocks of contract 
wheat in regular houses are extremely small, 
while the short interest in December is as- 
sumed to be of respectable proportions. 
The element of uncertainty arises in the 
quantity of wheat in'irregular houses, which 
may be transferred ready for delivery by 
the first of the month, and in the prospect 
of movement of wheat from Duluth to Chi- 
cago. Two engagements of Duluth wheat 
have already been made, but in the active 
buying of the last two days their significance 
was lost sight of. During the early part 
of the week the trading in May was active 
and that future gradually drew up on De- 
cember. 
ber on Saturday the difference again wid- 
ened out. In the cash market the tone has 
decidedly improved. Low grade wheat is 
not selling at the ruinous discounts which 
were current only a short time ago, and there 
is more buying by local and interior millers. 
_ There has been but little of note in the 
market for speculative hog products. The 
yellow fever reports receiyed from promi- 
nent distributing points the South and 
the prospects of larger’ receipts of hogs 
than anticipated tend to-keep the market 
easy and to encourage selling by packers. 
On the “other hand the reduction of sup- 
plies of preduct and a good cash trade, both 
domestic and for export, served to check any 
The appearance of any 
good buyfhg orders causes almost imme- 
diate appreciation of prices and the mar- 
ket more than anything else lacks specula- 
tion. The estimates on the November re- 
ceipts of hogs run from 650,000 to 700,000. 
A year ago 690,557 were received and two 
years ago receipts were 937,479. 


Liquidation Lowers Corn, 


In coarse grains the week closing Saturday 
witnessed rather more than recent activity, 
corn covering a range of 1c, although clos- 
ing fractionally lower than at the end of the pre- 
ceding corresponding period. Prices at the be- 

inning of the week were generally higher than at 
he close. This was due largely to liquidation. 
A contributing cause was also the ‘ natural re- 
action’’ after the advance of substantially 10c 
made on the drought scare, which was the con- 
trolling feature in the market a couple of weeks 
ago. he movement of grain from country 
points was not on a particularly free scale. Lo- 
cal receipts for the week show a falling off of 
364,814 bu. Primary points had 5,569. u, 
against 6,154,000 the preceding week, but these 
influences proved insufficient to overcome the 
effect of an immense increase in the visible 
shown early in the week, the disposition to either 
take profits or get out of the deal, and an appre- 
ciable falling off in export demand, on which the 
trade has heretofore placed a good deal of de- 
pendence.

HARD GRIP ON TORONTO. 


CORPORATE GREED HOLDS THE CITY 
AS IN A VISE: 


ee 
Managers Say They Have a Good Thing 
~+Profits Are Shown to Be Enormous 
~—George E. Hooker Writes His Ob- 
servations and Suggests Municipal 
Control of Street Cars, Gas Works, 
and’ Electric Lighting Plants—Cit- 
izens Favor This #roposition. 


Toronto, Ont., Oct. 23.—{Editor of The 
Tribune.]—The contract existing between 
the City of Toronto and its street railway 
company is supposed to be a model from the 
‘standpoint of the city. Three years ago it 
was characterized by the Review of Re- 
views as “‘the most complete and satis- 
factory municipal franchise that rae ever 
been granted in America.’’ Whatevermay 


be its intrinsic merits, it is itsel? only one of | 


a group of contracts made by the city with 
the gags, — light, telephone, and other 
companies, each one of which group was 
not only drafted and carefully worked out 
by the city’s agents, but was framed with 
what was pposed to be the most prudent 
care for th blic interests. 

Notwithstanding all this supposedly ade- 
quate precaution, however, in behalf of the 
public, it is only a matter of a few salient 
computations to discover that, on the basis 
of this lauded contract, the company has 
already cleared in the neighborhood of 
$3,000,000 in speculative profits. In other 
words, it seems to be thus practically demon- 
strated that the agents of a city, being in no 
sense street railway experts or trained to 
realize street railway prospects, cannot 
negotiate on equal terms with men who pos- 
sess all the technical knowledge and have 
had all the practical experience concerning 
street railway administration. 


Two Alternatives Left. 


And on the basis of this fact there seem 
to be only two alternatives: Hither let the 
city accept its position of disadvantage as 
something inevitable in such negotiations 
(which it plainly is) or let it go into the busi- 
ness directly and reap for itself not only the 
experience and knowledge, but the advan- 
tages otherwise accruing to private corpora- 

ons. This dilemma, it seems, has not only 
te clearly realized in Toronto, but the 
judgment of the people, as between these 
two alternatives, has become pretty clearly 
defined; and it is now a matter of quite 
general agreement among the people that 
the wiser course would have been for the 
city to retain and operate the street railway 
system when once in possession thereof as 
it was in 1891. 

Public officials, as well as private persons 
with whom I talked, were practically unani- 
mous in the opinion that if it were an open 
question to be se‘pled today, as it was when 
the contract was made in 1891, the city would 
undoubtedly assume direct management of 
the service. The canny Scotchman, who is 
so much in evidence in the town, not only 
objects to being made the victim of such 
profitmaking, but he also feels ample con- 
fidence in his ability to mange public enter- 


prises. 
Development of Car Traffic. 


The first street railways in Toronto were 
started in 1861, under a thirty-year grant 
from the City Council. They comprised 
about six miles of single track and charged 
five-cent fares. In 1869 an area of develop- 
ment and extension began, and twenty-five 
tickets were sold for $1. The company hold- 
ing the original grant had the exclusive 
right to build new lines under the approval 
of the Council and the engineer, and was 
simply bound to pave between the tracks 
and for eighteen inches outside each rail. 

It was also provided that at the end of the 
general grant the city should acquire the 
plant and equipment at an appraised vélue. 
During the thirty years the system grew to 
seventy miles of single track, and as the 
period drew toward its close, arbitration 
procecdings were instituted which resulted 
in 1891 in the city’s taking over the entire 
plant and equipment for $1,453,758. This 
was only intended, however, as a preliminary 
to the execution of another contract, for 
which tenders were accordingly invited. 


City Operates Temporarily. 


Indeed tenders had been invited while the 
old lease was drawing toa close, but those 
received were unsatisfactory, and to secure 
better terms through delay the city decided 
to operate the lines temporarily, and did so 
for four months, employing for the purpose 
the former superintendent of the old com- 
pany. The new tenders thus obtained were, 
taking the whole period into account, about 

2,000,000 more advantageous to the city 
than the former bids, and accordingly a 
twenty-year contract, with the privilege of 
renewal for ten years more, was executed. 

Summarily stated, this contract granted a 
monopoly, prescribed for employés minimum 
wages of 15 cents an hour, a minimum week 


of six days, minimum hours of ten per day: 


and sixty per week, transferred the plant 
and equipment at the above price, provided 
for early conversion to electrical equipment, 
required universal transfers, five-cent cash 
fares, eight tickets for 25 cents from 5:45 to 
8 o’clock in the morning and 5 to 6:30 in the 
evening, six tickets for 25 cents or twenty- 
five tickets for $1 all the rest of the time 
(except 10-cent fares from midnight to 5 
in the morning), half fares for children under 
9 years of age, and ten tickets for 25 cents 
for school children between 8 in the morning 
and 5 in the evening. 


Authorizes Monthly Inspections. 


Furthermore, it reserved annual payments 
from the company to the city of. $800 per 
mile of single track, plus 8 per cent of gross 
receipts up to $1,000,000, 10 per cent of sums 
between $1,000,000 and $1,500,000, 12 per cent 
of sums between $1,500,000 and $2,000,000, 15 
per cent of sums between $2,000,000 and 
$3,000,000, and 20 per cent of all sums above 
$3,000,000. It also authorizes the city to 
make monthly inspections of the company’s 
books, to prescribe the system of bookkeép- 
ing, to reguite the character of roadway. 
the speed, headway, and number of occu- 
pants of cars, and to require the building of 
extensions or .new lines, and finally it re- 
serves to the city the right, at the end of the 
lease, to acquire the system at an appraised 
value. 

Since with electrical equipment street car 
service is not concerned directly with the 
question of pavements, and if tracks are 
properly laid, involves no wear and little or 
no injury to pavements, the company was 
charged with no paving obligations, except 
to repair injuries done to permanent pave- 


‘ments already down; and furthermore the 


city agreed where permanent pavements 
with foyndations were wahting between 
tracks (as they generally were) to lay them 
at the city’s expense while the company was 
converting its linps to electricity, and there- 
after to maintain the same. 


Issue of Bonds Made. 


For this purpose bonds for $1,000,000 were 
issued by the city, the proceeds of which have 
now in large measure been expended in lay- 
ing such pavements along the major part 
of the present eighty miles of single track. 
The annual mileage and percentage pay- 
ments from the company, amounting this 
year to nearly $150,000, are devoted first to 
the interest on these bonds-and to a sinking 
fund for théir retirement, and are nearly ab- 
sorbed in this manner. The bonds, however, 
which run for only ten years, will in this way 
be cleared off during that period, and ac- 
cordingly, after 1904, these steadily growing 
mileage and percentage payments will be 
largely free revenue to reduce general taxa- 
tion. 

There was not the same feeling in Toronto 
as in several other cities which I have visited 
against this indirect method of raising taxes. 
The ordinary individual seemed unmovea by 
the fact (if not unconscious of it) that since, 
out of its million and more gross receipts, 
the company will this year pay nearly 
$150,000 in to the city treasury; therefore, 
every: time he buys a quarter's worth of 
tickets, he pays thus not quite four certts 


otherwise have gope to enhance the swollen 
profits of the company. : 
What those profits are is indicated by the 
fact that while the volume of business has 
been increasing about 7 per cent each year 
since 1892 the operating expenses have grad- 
ually fallen from 71 per cent of gross receipts 
that year to 49 per cent tn 1895, and by 
the following stock watering which has been 
carried out. Preparatory to the adoption 
of electrical eqifj}pment the company issued 
bonds for nearly $3,000,000. The proceeds 
of these bonds added to the price paid for 
the original plant and equipment undoubted- 
ly mark the outside investment which can 
be “claimed as-having been made, and this 
would include about ten miles of suburban 
lines which have been added by the com- 
pany. | : : 
Electricity Demonstrates Capacity. 
After the system had been converted to 
electricity, however, and was demonstrating 
its large paying capacity the company pro- 
ceeded to issue $6,000,000 of stock. «This 
stock could only represent as an investment 
the $1,453,788 paid for ‘the original system. 
The stock, however, has paid 3% per cent 
dividends ever since its issue, and is now sell- 
ing for about 84. If it be figured aft this 
e, and the $1.453,788 subtracted from 
the result; the difference (more than $3,0U0U,- 
000) seems unavoidably to represent the 
clear profit which, through “ financiering,”’ 
has already been realized on this model 
street railway contract, : 
That the thrifty Canadian should wince in 
the face of these figures is not to be won- 
dered at, nor is it strange, therefore, that 
there should be such a tendency as I have 


indicated above respecting municipal owner- « 


ship and operation. ‘Toronto has in general 
adopted a more business-like and cvén af- 
gressive policy respecting its public fran- 
chises than is usual on this side of the water. 
The agreement with the gas company 
limits dividends and reqyires excess of 
profits to go toward reduction of priée, and 
though the effort to enforce this contract 
has been a difficult and halting one, yet the 
company was last spring compelled to re- 
duce the price from $1.05 to 90 cents per 
thousand. 


Electric Light and Telephone. 

Electric lights cost the city $74.82 each per 
year, under a five-year contract running 
from Jan. 1, 1896, and this notwithstanding 
the fact that coal has to be brought from 
Pennsylvania and a duty paid on it. The 
city has also been maintaining an aggressive 
attitude toward the Bell Telephone com- 
pany, which operates under a dominion char- 
ter, and has about 5,000 local subscribers. 
In 1891, under the possibility of a rivai vom- 
pany securing a franchise from the city, a 
contract was made with the Bell company 
assuring it a monopoly for five yéars, se- 
curing a reduction of charges to $45 per 
year for business and $25 for residence con- 
nections and reserving a payment to the 
city of 5 per cent of gross receipts. . 

When the contract expired, however, the 
company declined to renew it on the same 
terms, claiming that electric railways and 
lighting had so increased the cost.of tele- 
phone equipment and service that charges 
must be increased. The matter now remains 
In statu quo, and it may be said that the 
city has for a year and a half been looxing 
for an offer from a rival company, which it 
might either accept or use as a club to reduce 
the present confident monopoly to 4 disposi- 
tion to sue for terms. 


Company Is Too Shrewd, 

This would seem to be another case in 
which the company had been.too shrewd 
for the city, the effect of the five-year con- 
tract, with its sop of 5 per cent of gross 
receipts having been to enable the com- 
pany to perfect its equipment in the inter- 
val and extend its clientéle until the dif- 
ficulties of starting a rival company are al- 
most insuperable. In other words, the com- 
pany bought its increased security at a 
low price. : 

On the ,.whole, Toronto’s self-confidence 
and self-assertion concerning ffanchises 
inay well be studied by cities on the other 
sile of the border; arfyespecially’ would it 
be well if, as she does, our cities cOuld have 
voples of agreements with franck 
ing corporations, printed separately, and 
obtainable at the City Hall, so that any 
citizen. could more easily become Accurate- 
ly acquainted with their terms. | Finally, 
however, so far as affording a satisfactory 
solution of the franchise quest is con- 
cerned, these contracts can hardly be 
claimed to have achieved this result. :

REPORT ON TRAFFIC OUT. 


Advance Sheets of Annual Statement 
of Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion Are Submitted. | 


Advance sheets of the ninth statistical re- 
port of the Interstate Commerce cOmmission 
for the year ending June 30, 1896; have just 
been submitted. In the beginning of the re- 
port it is stated that on June 30,1896, there 
were 151 roads in the hands of receivers, a 
net decrease of eighteen being shown in the 
number of receiverships as compared with 
the previous year. ) 

The length of operated mileage represented 
by these 151 roads was 30,475.39 miles, the 
corresponding mileage on June, 30, 1895, 
being 37,855.80 miles. Of the roads in the 
hands of receivers on June 30, twenty-eight 
operated a mileage greater than miles, 
and twenty-six operated a mileage between 
100 and 300 miles. The capital stock ropre- 
sented by the railways controlled by re- 
ceivers on June 30, 1896, was $742,587 698, and 
the funded debt was $900,733,766. 

. As compared with the corresponding fig- 
nres for 1895, the figures given shaw a de- 
crease of over $183,000,000 in capital stock 
and $319,000,000 in funded debi. | 

The total railway mileage’ in.the United 
States on June 30, 1896, was 182,770.63 miles, 
there being an increase of 2,139,416 mites, or 
1.17 per cent, during the year. California 
shows an increase of 202.05 miles: Florida, 

25.84 miles; Georgia, 233.77 miles: | Louisi- 
ana, 130.17 miles; Michigan, 140.53 miles; 
Minnesota, 110.43 miles; Ohio, 111.06 miles: 
Pennsylvania, 168.183 miles; Texas, 144.79 
miles;- Wisconsin, 115.25 miles;. and Indian 
Territory, 181.66 miles. 

The increase in mileage in the other States 
and Territories in which an increase has oc- 
curred is less than 100 miles. The ceggregate 
length of railway mileage, inbluding all 
tracks, on June 30, 1896, was 20,129.12 milez, 
the increase being 3,234.56 miles,” The num- 
ber of men employed by the railways of the 
United States on June 30, 189€, shows an in- 
crease of 41,586, being 826,620, which, as- 
signed on a mileage basis, gives 454 men per 
100 miles of line. Statemen‘s of earnings, 
expenses, and capitalization gfVen in the re- 
port are of little value, as they are more 
than a ar old and great changes have 
taken e since then. a

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MANY SUGGESTIONS RECEIVED By 
THE MONETARY COMMISSION, 


Business-Men and Financiers Are by 
No Meags Unanimous in the Demand 
to Have the Greenbacks Retired. 
Theory ef a Monetary Untt fe>.. 
posed of Gold and Silver—Gold ana: 
Silver Ipgwots asa Basis of Currency 
~Prepasation of « Law, 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 24—When 
ethe monet commission reconvenes on 
Nov. 3. it}will be ready to begin the 
preparation jof its currency’ measure and 
the report fhat will accompany it. The 
measure its@lf will not be one of great 
length, and if is probable that the-report in- 
stead of attempting to give a digest of all 
the suggestigns and testimony before the 
commission jill confine itself to a cleae 
statement of facts and terse argument in 
support of the measure agreed upon. 

The people generally have responded very 
freely to the invitation of the commission 
to contribute their views. A number of men 
suggest the acceptance of silver in unlimit- 
ed quantities with the issuance of certifi- 
cates at market rates for the bullion, with 
redemption of these certificates when pre- 
sented at rujing market rates. But the 
plain effect this plan would be to make 
the silver cerfificates nothing more or less 
than a warehpuse receipt with the govern. 
ment acting as the warehouseman. Other 
suggestions are that no paper money of 
Jess than $10 g@enomination be issued in any 
form, thus. requiring a larger circulation of 
silver dollars and subsidiary coin. But the 
experience of bankers has been that the 
small notes have an enormous popularity, 
Several men sngegest the coinage of a mone 
etary unit composed of a combination of 
gold and silver, and others suggest simply 
the issuance of certificates representing 
gold and silver ingots. 

The tenor of replies from business-men 
demolishes the widespread notion that there 
ima desire among men of this class for the 
withdrawal of the greenbacks and Treasury 
notes. One of the best known financiers of 
the country,. who recently submitted his 
views to the commission on request, said 
to the Associated Press representative in 
discussing the work of. the commission: 

“I think the revenue and finance depart- 
ments of the government should be com- 
pletely separated. Revenue is one question 
and the problem of currency and banking 
is another, and in their details they have no 
proper connection. I should like to see our 
variegated paper currency unified into two 
sections, coin ¢ertificates and silver certifi- 
cates, the colin certificates to be confined to 
denominations of $10 and over, and the sil- 
ver certificates to $5, $2, and $1 bills, grad- 
ually withdrawing all silver certificates of 
denominations higher -than $5. The Treas- 
ury should holda gold reserve equal to 25 per 
cent of the coip certificates and the Secre. 
tary of the Tréasury should be authorized 
to cancel all c@in certificates when paid in 
gold. He should@ have authority to maintain 
the gold reserve at all times by purchasing 
gold with surplus cash in the Treasury and 
short time obligations of the government. 
The tariff laws should be so adjusted as to 
insure a small surplus revenue, and when 
they do not the Secretary of the Treasury 
should be authorized to borrow enough upon 
short-time obligations to cover any deficien- 
cy in the revenue.
